Senator Bacon and Others Re- 
fuse to Sign Trade on the 
Railroad Bill 


GOP, REGULARS CLAIM 
THEY'LL GET DEMOCRATS 


And Finally Pass the Adminis- 
tration Measure----Democrats 
May Yield if the Regulars 
Will Agree to Push the State- 
hood Bill---Concessions Offer- 
ed for Support. | 


Washington, May 19.—Beginning the 
@ay with a fair prospect of an agree- 
ment between the “regular” republic- 
ene and the democrats which would 
permit an early vote on the railroad 
bill, the senate concluded today’s ses- 
sion in. as great uncertainty as it has 
been at any time on that and all other 
points. 

The day was full of consultations. 
and from the hour of meeting at noon 
the situation shifted many times. 
When adjournment was taken shortly 
after 4 o'clock, there was more talk of 
an understanding between the “regu- 
lar” republicans and the “insurgent” 
republicans than between the “regu- 
jars’ and the democrats. 

Concessions Offered Democrats. 

The first reports of the day indicated 
the strong probability that a large 
majority of the democrats, if not all 
of them. would agree to accept a prop- 
osition of the republicans to strike 
out the last three sections of the Dill 
relating to the capitalization of the 
railroads. This arrangement was to 
have carried with it the adoption of 
an amendment proposed by Mr. 8im- 
mons to prohibit the lowering of rail- 
road rates to destroy water competi- 
tion, and an agreement giving a place 
of advantage on the calendar to the 
New Mexico and Arizona statehood 
bill. In return the democrats were ex- 
pected to expedite the railroad bill by 
voting against most of the amend- 
ments offered by the “insurgents,” and 
sastat in lasing some of them on The

Democrats Balk. 
this proposition .was 
writing and Senator Johnston, 
bama, began to circulate it 
minority side of the chamber, he met 
with much opposition. and before he 
had proceeded very far his associates 
became convinced his party was by no 
means unanimous in favor of the pro- 
posed compact. Among those who re- 
fused to sign were Senators Bacon, 
Rayner, Frazier, Overman and Smith of 
South Carolina. They raised the ob- 
jection that the agreement would be 
construed as a surrender to the “Ald- 
rich republicans.” With such a large 
defection the movers for an agreement 
practically decided before the close of 
the day to refrain from further effort 
in that direction. 

The failure to put through this 
formal plan did not, however, have 
the effect of causing a complete dis- 
continuance of the efforts to bring the 
bill ‘to an early vote. Senator Aldrich, 
who was the prime mover in this direc- 
tion, was extremely busy throughout 
the day. Just before the senate ad- 
journed he expressed the opinion that 
gfome arrangement: soon would be 
made which would insure the passage 
of the bill at an early date. 

Regulars Ciaim Democr®tic Votes. 

Even in the face of the failure of 
the proposed democratic alliance, the 
regulars expressed confidence in their 
ability to get enough democratic votes 
to insure the passage of the bill after 
making such concessions as were spe- 
cified in the proposed compact, and 
some of the democrafs admit this to 
be true. The regulars claim they can 
command at least ten democratic votes, 
whereas they say they need only two 
or three. There is little doubt that 
whatever the desired number short of 
half a dozen, they can get them when 
they are willing to give the statehood 
bill an advantageous place on the 
legislative program. 

The “insurgents” generally denied 
any approach to an agreement between 
them and the “reguiars.’’ They charge 
that reports of such agreement are 
manufactured for their effect upon the 
democrats. 

Cummins A&mmers Bill. 

The railroad bill was before the sen- 
ate throughout the day. and Senator 
Cummins, of Iowa, occupied the floor 
from the beginning until the’end of 
the session. His amendment requiring 
that before going into effect increases 
in railroad rates shall have the ap- 
proval of the interstate commerce 
commission, was under immediate con- 
sideration. 

He charged that, since January 1, 
the railroads have put a large number 
of increases .{n torce, and that their 
activity in this respect was invited by 
the provisions of the pending bill. 

He said there should be supervision 
of increases by some government 
board, and challenged senators to dis- 
pute that statement. 

The Cummins amendment had not 
been disposed of when the senate ad- 
journed.

SPEER SCORES 
BIBD TIGERS 


Macon, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)— 
When the federal grand jury was or- 
ganized here today Judge Emory 
Speer delivered a.chargwe which was 
a strong arraignment of the offenders 
against the state prohibition laws. His 
most striking reference was to the 
large number of persons who have 
federal licenses for selling liquor. 

Judge Speer’s Charge. 

In part his charge follows: 

“I think myself it is wrong, deeply 
wrong, for the government to accept 
the special tax and issue the reteipt 
in any community where, its people 
have determined they will not have 
the the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
but it {s accepted, and while there is 
much talk here about respect for the 
state laws and the superior obliga- 
tions of respecting the state laws, I 
am officially informed there are in 
this community between 400 and 500 
tax receipts of the United States gov- 
ernment openly exposed to view in 
various pleces, which show that the 
occupants are carryin on the busi- 
ness of retail liquor ddmlers in utter 
violation of the law of the state. 


License Means Business. 


“A man cannot get one of these tax 
receipts unless he swears that he is 
going to carry on the busiress of a 
retail liquor dealer. These are facts 
that may rot be known to the people. 
but the records show it. 

“Whisky is shipped in here by the 
cerloads. The books of the express 
company will show it. 


One M&n Has 35 Licenses. 


There is one man in the neighbor- 
hood of this town who has at least 
thirty-five government tax receipts for 
the privilege of operating under each 
tax receipt the business of a retail 
liquor dealer. Some say he has fifty. 
He certainly has thirty-five.

Whisky Leads to Mob Violence.

EUROPE'S CROWNED HEADS 
ASSEMBLE FOR FUNERAL 


Many Americans Honor Mem- 
ory of Late King by Their 
Presence--Following Thunder- 
storm, Morning Broke Bright 
and Clear---Funeral Route a 
Surging Mass of People. 


London, May 20.—A brief thunder- 
storm occurred-during the night, but 
notwithstanding a disagreeable wet- 
ting, many hundreds kept a night- 
long vigil in the streets along the 
line of the route, which has been 
throughout a scene of bustle, work- 
men putting the finishing touches on 


the Wecorations of the stands. 

The morning broke bright and clear, 
with every promise of most favorable 
conditions for the sad pageant. Al- 
ready the underground trains, the 
trams and the busses have started to 
bring thousands into the city. Most of 
the seats will be taken by 8 o'clock, 
when the police will stop all vehicular 
traffic along the route of the proces- 
sion. 

NINE CROWNED HEADS 
GUESTS AT PALACE 

London, May 19.._-Nine crowned 
heads of Furope and several heirs to 
thrones sat down in Buckingham pal- 
ace tonight at a dinner which King 
George gave to all hie eminent guests 
assembled in London for the funeral of 
King Edw ‘d@ tomorrow. 

After th. ‘nner the members of all 
the suite ‘re introduced to the 
king. 

It {fs noteworthy that though the 
présence of so many rulers and princes 
must necessarily throw a gpreat..Sense 
of responsibility upon the authortties 
amd the police, al] move about quite 
freely, and no word is heard in the 
press or the public places of any ap- 
prehension of untoward incidents. 

City Thronged With People. 

London today filled rapidly with peo- 
ple from the provinces and foreigners. 
The whole lipe of the funeral route 
has been from early morn unti late 
at night, @ surging mass of people, 
viewing the final preparations and pur- 
chasing seats. The stand business, 
however, hag been greatly overdone, 
and seats for which $25 or $80 was 
asked a few days ago, are now being 
hawked for from $6 to $10. 

The neighborhood of tHe palace, the 
government offices and the great 
houses today has seen a constant flit- 
ting of royal carriages with foreign 
representatives paying formal visits. 
Almost all the official visitors went to 
see Sir Edward Grey at the foreign of- 
fice thig afternoon. 

William Meets New King. 

Emperor William, of Germany, who 
arrived this morning, was met by King 
George, and later had an affecting 
meeting with the queen mother, Al- 
exandra. The emperor then, accom- 
panded by King George, proceeded to 
Westminster hall and paid a tribute to 
the memory of Edward VII. 
moments, while the emperor and king 
knelt beside the coffin, the thousands 
who were waiting in line to file past 
the catafalque, were held in check, 
though those in Westminster hall were 
permitted to remain. 

Upon rising to their feet, the two 
monarche gripped hands as they stood 
with bowed heads beside the body of 
King Edward. It was a striking scene 
and greatly moved all those who wit- 
nessed it. y 

. Soldiers Camp ina Parks. 

Thirty thousand soldiers from Alider- 
shot and other military stations are 
camping in the parks tonight. The 
weather is hot, and thunderstorms are 
not improbable. Many thousands of 
people will pass the night in the streets 
in order to secure points of vantage 
from which to view the cortege. The 
lying in state ended at 1 o'clock, anid 
it is estimated that not less than 
400,000 persons passed through West- 
minster hall. King George, with King 
Ferdinand, of Bulgaria, paid a fina! 
visit at a late hour. 

All London is garbed in mourning. 

Four thousand evergreen wreaths, 
received by the committee of ladies 
from all parts of the country, have 
been hung @long the route and great 
masses are to be seen everywhere. 

A trial trip was made today by the 
royal train, which will carry the body 
tomorrow from London to Windsor. The 
royal salon has been upholstered in 
purple and white silk. 

A catafalque has been erected in 
the center and in this train wil] travel! 
King George ahd Queen Mary, the 
queen mother Alexandra, eight other 
sovere s and the near relatives. 
“Speci trains will convey the high 
officials, the foreign representatives 
and special envoys to Windsor. 

Windser Assumes Purple Hue. 

The little town of Windsor has as- 
sumed a purple hue. From the sta- 
tion at the foot of Castle Hill. where 
the body of King Edward will arrive. 
to the sovereign’s entrance to the 
castie, every building, including even 
the churches, is covered with a mourn. 
ing pall of royal purple. The stands 
erected in the open places have been 
enshrouded in a similar manner, sco 
that the coffin with the royal mourn: 
ers will pass through an avenue of 
the most somber descdiption.

OF SUCARTRUST 
REFORE COURT 


Practical Demonstration Made 
of Manner Trust Cheated 
the Treasury 


CONVICTION OF HEIKE 
AIM OF PROSECUTION 


Affidavit of Weigher and Tally 
Man Is Declared a Forgery. 
Text Is Filled im After 
Schwerdtfeger Had Signed 
Document --- Demonstration 
Before Jury. 


New York, May 198.—There was 
wheeled into the criminal brafich of 
the United States circuit court late this 
afternoon a huge scale, an exact dupli- 
cate of the scales used on the docks of 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
in Brooklyn. And while the twelve 
jurors bent forward tensely, a weight 
of 997 pounds was placed thereon. 
Then a steel wire was thrust in a hole 
drilled in the stanchion and the result 
was noted. The scales, though accu- 


rate, registered only 988 pounds, 9% 


pounds short. 

This was the government's first 
practica®” demonstration before the jury 
of how the sugar trust is alleged to 
have cheated the treasury department 
out of thousands of dollars in duty. 
Proving this, the prosecution hopes to 
convict Charles R. Heike, secretary of 
the company, and five former em- 
ployees. 

Lambert Tells of Trick. 

Albert Lambert, a machinery expert 
in the employ of the postoffice de- 
partment, acted as demonstrator of the 
model scales. The weight, 997 pounds, 
is the approximate weight of a draft 
of three bags of sugar as handled on 
the docks. Concluding his tests, Lam- 
bert took the witness stand and told 
how he had examined all ¢ixteen scales 
of the company on the docks; how he 
had found holes tn-all the stanchions, 


and how each yielded to the pressure 
of a steel spring just as he had shown 


the jury. The trick, as he demonstrat- 
ed, could be worked with no outward 
indications. The beam of the scale 
moved apparently free, but always 
when the wire was inserted there was 
the shrinkage in weight. 

Lambert had not finished when court? 
adjourned until tomorrow. There were 
only three other witnesses today— 
original discoverer of 
the steel spring; Frederick Schwerda- 
feger and the latter's wife. Schwerdt- 
feger, a former weigher and tally man 
for the company, testified for the pros- 
ecution, and his wife gave evidence of 
a corroborative nature, 

Affidavit a Forgery. 

The government introduced an affi- 
davit by the witness, saying he knew 
of no frauds or tricks scale devices 
on the docks. Schwerdtferger admitted 
signing it; said he had done So at the 
instance of a sugar trust employee, but 
that between his signature and the 
original text there had been inserted 
the exanerating clause. All he had 
sworn to, he said, was that he had been 
employed by the company. The gov- 
ernment contends that most of the text 
is a forgery. 


LASCELLES’ BODY 


AT LAST CLAIMED 


Ashevilie, N..C., May . 19.—After 
standing unclaimed for seven years in 
embalmed solitude, dressed in full 
evening dress, with silk hat and oane, 


the mummified body of Sidney Las- 
celles, alias “Lord Douglas,” alias 
‘Lord Beresford,” alias Charles J. 
Asquith, is tonight on its way to 
Washington, D. C., consigned to Dr. 
McPherson Chrichton, presumably to 
be burned in the crematory at that 
city. The body was claimed and 
identified by a Mrs. J. T. Summerfield, 
of New Jersey, who said that she was 
the sister-in-law of the deceased's 
first wife, now living at Baltimore. 
She made affidavit to that effect and 
by her order the mummified body was 
shipped to Washington this afternoon. 

The departure of the “petrified lord,” 
whose body has twice been identified 
as that of Sidney Lascelles, noted 
swindler and bigamist, writes 
‘“finis’ to a tale of crime and deception 
in high life, which opened in Australia, 
shifted tothe ranks of nobility in Eng- 
land, and closed in a cheap lodging 
house in this city. He was lionized in 
London after securing an introduction 
to the American ambassador under the 
name of Beresford, posing as a cousin 
of the powerful English house of that 
name. In America the highest circles 
did homage to the bogus 
lord. 

At Rome. Ga.; Fitzgerald, Ga.: Nor- 
folk, Va.. and other cities, wherever he 
went, Lascelles formed matrimonial a!- 
liances with the daughters of the rich, 
only to leave them in the course of a 

reek, poorer in purse, but richer in 

experience. As Lascelles passed through 
Mexico and Texas he left a trail of 

reeping brides, and he was apparently 

liing in wealth when justice over- 
took him. He was convicted at Rome. 
Ga.. of promoting fraudulent schemes. 
and sentenced to six years” hard labor. 
He lost appeals in the supreme court 
of Georgia and in the United States 
circuit court, and served his term. He 
came to A&sheville from Norfolk, Va.. 
eight years ago. suffering from tuber- 
culosis, and died in 1903. There being 
no claimants for his body, it was em- 
balmed by local undertakers. The body 
became almost, petrified, losing but lit- 
tle of its lifelfke appearance.

Attorney Brandeis, for the “prosecu- 
tion,” was quoted tonight as having 
said that his side would consume but 
little time in the examination of wit- 
nesses in rebuttal. Attorney Vertrees, 
counsel for the Ballinger “defense,” 
will call one or two more witnesses 
tomorrow, but expects their contribu- 
tions to be brief. 

Mr. Brandeis today concluded his 
cross-examination of Oscar Lawler, as- 
sistant attorney general for the in- 
terior department, and author of the 
now famous tentative draft for the 
presidem of letter discussing and 
dismissing bath S 
and his charges against Secretary Bal- 
linger, and there was no explosions 
such as enlivened his earlier testi- 
mony. Commissioner Fred Dennett, of 
the general land office, also finished 
his testimony. E. T. Perkins, of the 
Chicago office of the reolamation ser- 
vice, was the last witness of the day.

Commissioner 
Pound has informed the governor that 
he would resign to take effect July 1, 
when he goes to the Gordon institute. 
but has not yet written out his resig- 
nation. 

But upon the strength of Professor 
Pound’s statement the governor made 
ténder of the position to Professor 
Brittain, and, it is stated, received the 
latter's assurance that he would ac-

Astronomers Bewildered by Ap- 
pearance of Broad Spectrum 
of Light 


FIERY TONGUES. SHOOT 
ACROSS THE HORIZON 


Passage of Tail of Comet De- 
layed a Day Owing to Error 
in Calculations -—- Group of 
Solar Spots on the Sun’s Disc 
an Unusual Condition, Say 
Astronomers. 


Yerkes Observatory, Williams Bay, 
Wis., May 19.—Following close upon 
the wholly unexpected astronomical! 
condition that prevailed early this 
morning, when the tail of Halley’s 
comet was plainly seen in the east, 
astronomers at the Yerkes Observa- 
tory here today were further be- 
wildered by a startling apparition 
across the face of the sun at noon- 
time. 

A broad spectrum of light, extending 
across and a considerable distance to 
each side of the sun, challenged the 
attention of the _ vigilant, though 
weary, observers. For the second 
time In a dozen hours the little band 
of scientists here were aroused to a 
point of much excitement. Professor 
EK. B. Frost, who first sighted the phe- 
nomena, declared he had never before 
witnessed its like. Professor E. B. 
Barnard said the same. Hoping to se- 
cure an accurate check on the strange 
spectrum, Professor Frost at once 
telephoned to observers within a radius 
of 100 miles of Williams Bay, calling 
attention to the peculiarity of the oc- 
currence. The apparition continued 
for less than half an hour. 

Topic of Great Interest. 

The spectrum at once became & 
topic for overmastering interest and 
cenjeeture. Enermous sun enets seen 
| Wednes“ay afternoon, -followed by 
brilliant displays of aurora lights’ at 
night. and these in turn succeeded by 
varied reports of fiery streamers 
shooting acroes the horizon to the 
southwest, hag been passed by the as- 
tronomers as having absolutely no 4d!- 
rect connection with the comet. But 
the spectrum became another story. 

“Although I cannot advance an opin- 
ion at this time,” said Professor Frost, 
“Il can see no other cause but the 
comet for the appearance of the spec- 
trum.” 

Hie seems to feel that 
related in some way as yet 
ed. 

The passage of the tail of the comet, 
delayed a day in its schedule, is be- 
lieved to be taking place tonight, ale 
though early observations did not give 
positive proof of this condition. 

Unusual Phenomeana. ’ 

Washington, May 19.—A large group 
of solar spots has pormes on the sun's 
visible disc since ’yesterday noon, as 
shown by the daily solar photograph 
taken by George H. Peters, of the 
United States Nava! Observatory. They 
are in south latitude. These, together 
with the large groups observed at the 
observatory during the past week, 
which are also in the southern hemis- 
phere, it is stated, form an unusual 
condition for this period in the sun 
spot cycle. 

Error in Calculation. 

The fallure of the earth to pass 
through the tail of the comet as was 
expected last night, is merely an ¢rror 
in theoretical calculation, say the 
astronomers at the United States 
Naval Observatory. 

There is no doubt, however, they 
say, that the earth passed into a less 
dense portion of the tail at 2 o'clock 
this morning.

GRANTED FLOOR 


First Woman to Address 
Methodist Conference. 


Makes Stirring Appeal on the 
Right of Women to Sit m 
Councils of Church --- After 
Debate Petition of Women 
Denied. 


Asheville, N. C., May 19.—For the 
first time in the history of the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, a woman was 
allowed to speak upon the floor. By

Girardeau,’ my friena, Mr. C. 8S. Winn, 
takes exception to the following: 

“I feel quite sure that when Foster 
& Robson duly consider the fact that 
in the purchase of the Second ward 
school site they hed a decided ad- 
vantage over every other real estate 
agency in the city, because of a close 
blood kinsman of a member of the 
committee selecting the site being 
connected with their office, and this 
committeeman using hig influence to 
put the trade through the firm of 
Foster & Robson, as reasonable busi- 
ness men, knowing the rules that 
govern real estate dealings, wil) feel 
that the city of Atlanta has been most 
kind to them in this matter already.’’ 

In the above quotation I did not mean 
to reflect upon Mr. Winn’s integrity; 
but I did mean that as father and son 
sat @round the fireside and table, it 
was but natura] that the son would 
catch the views of the father’s mind; 
that in this matter under discussion 
that the son would be entitled and 
would receive from the father all in- 
formation of value that belonged to

NEW COAL RATES 
AND COMPETITION 


Said LatterWillBe Stimu- 
lated by Former. 


Yer» of Effect of Coal 

ifferential Is Given by Ten- 
nessee ucer --- Old Rate 
Would Have Shut Out Ten- 
nessee Producers. 


That the differential of 35 cents on 
coal rates, as between the Tennessee 
and Virginia mines, recently granted 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, wil) have the effect of stimu- 
lating competition, and, to that ex- 
tent at least, benefitting the produc- 
er, is the statement made by Manager 
J. L. Boyd, of the Proctor Coal Com- 
pany, of Knoxville, Tenn., in a letter 
to The Constitution. : 

The old differential was 25 cents. 
The order of the interstate commerce 
commission increased this to 35 cents, 
although the Tennessee producers 
had asked that it be made 40 cents. 

In other words, it is now required 
that the coal rate from the Virginia 
mines into southeastern territory, 
shall be 35 cents more per ton than 
the rate from the Tennessee mines 
into the same territory. It is left with 
the railroads whether or not they re- 
duce the Tennessee rate or increase 
the Virginia rate. 

What Mr. Boyd Says. 

The situation is thus explained by 
Manager Boyd: 

“Editor Constitution: I have before 
me a copy of the Sunday issue of The 
Constitution and note its reference to 
the differential in coa) rates recently 
established by the interstate com- 
merce commission in connection with 
the Virginia and the Tennessee coal 
fields under the caption, ‘A Coal Deal 
That Means a Cold Deal to Consum- 
ers.’ 

“1. I beg to offer the following as a 
correct interpretation of the Tennes- 
see operators’ designs and the de- 
cision of the commission: 

“1. It was shown fromtestimony in- 
troduced in the hearing of the case 
of Andy’s Ridge Coal Company et a4l., 
v. The Southern Railway and other 
carriers, that the mines in the Vir- 
ginia fields, by reason of their 
physical conditions, are able to pro- 
duce coal at least 35 cents per ton 
lower than can the Tennesee pro- 
ducers and probably at a greater 
difference. 

“2. That, notwithstanding the fact 
that defendant, the Southern railway, 
admits that the cost of assembling 
coal in the Tennessee fields and the 
cost of transportation per ton mile 
from the Tennessee field to Atlanta 
and other southeastern points is less 
than the cost of assembling coal, and 
likewise less than ‘the transportation 
on coal per ton mile from the Vir- 
ginia fields to Atlanta and southeast- 
ern points, the rate of freight assessed 
against the Virginia coal fields was 
very muth lower per ton mile than 
assessed against the coal moving from 
the Tennessee district, hence the pro- 
priety of increasing the differential 
in the rate from the two districts so 
as to permit of free and unrestricted 
competition. 

“8. The mineg in the Tennessee dis- 
trict, so far as relates to steam coal 
particularly, have been for the past 
two years or more forced to sell their 
product at cost of production, and in 
many instances below cost of produc- 
tion, in order to maintain themselves 
in the market that they have  here- 
tofore served, as against the advanta- 
ges offered the Virginia district by 
reason of the present discriminatory 
rates. 

“4. That the defendant—the South- 
ern railway—admitted in the hearing 
of the case referred, to that the Ten- 
nessee fields could not successfully 
compete with the Virginia coals with 
a differential of only 25 cents per ton, 
and that in the opinion of the defen.- 
dent’s deponent a fair differential 
would be 40 cents per ton. 


Would Have Shut Them Out. 


“It is evident that anyone familiar 
with the situation would realize that 
with a differential of only 25 cents 
per ton between the two districts, 
and ‘which was discriminating against 
the Tennessee fields. that it was only 
a question of time until the latter 
would be forced to retire from the 
Atlanta and southeastern § territory, 
thus eliminating the competition that 
would exist under equitable rate ad- 
justment. 

“The matter of arranging the dif- 
ferential lies altogether with the car- 
riers. In conforming to the commis- 
sion’s order the Southern railway is 
left free to either advance the rate 
of 10 cents per ton on the Virginia 
product or to reduce the rate 10 cents 
per ton on the Tennessee product. 

“It was also shown in the hearing 


of the case that the average cost of 
producing run of mines coal in the 
Tennessee district was substantially 


'$1.15 per ton, and the average cost of 


producing run of mines in the Virginia 
district, was substantially 75 cents per 
ton. Taking this as a basis and apply- 
ing the present respective rates to At- 
lanta, for instance, the results would 
be as follows:

Three Shots Fired From Rifle 
at Close Range in Store at

Liquor Question Discuss- 
ed by. Nebraskan. 


He Says That Each Community 


Ought to Have the Right to 
Settle the Liquor Question 
for Itself -- Larger Unit Has 
Right to Control. 


Chicago, May 19.—As the guest of 
the Catholie Total Abstinence Union 
of America here, William J. Bryan, in 
his first appearance on the lecture 
platform since his return from South 
America, gave his lecture on the liquor 
question. Mr. Bryan is on his way to 
Edinburgh, Scotland, to attend an in- 
ternational meeting of temperance 
Mr. Bryan discussed the 
liquor question from the standpoint of 
the individual and legislation. 

Sumptuary Legisiation. 
his views on. sumptuary 
and personal liberty he 


Giving 
lewislation 
said: . 
“It would not favor legislation for- 
bidding use of liquor at any time or 
under” any circumstances. I would 
consider this an unnecessary limita- 
tion upon the liberty of the individual. 
But I am in favor of such restriction 
as may s2em necessary for the protec- 
tion of swciety. 

“The first proposition which I would 
lay down 
legislation is that the people have a 
right to fix the terms and conditions 
upon which intoxicating liquors shall 
be sold and used. : 

“T hold that every unit ought to 
have authority to act on this subject, 
except as it is restricted by a larger 
unit. That is, that the block, the 
ward. the city, the precinct, the coun- 
ty, the state and the nation should 
have the undisputed right to exclude 
the sale of liquor as the people of the 
unit may deem necessary for their 
protection and welfare. I believe also 
that the larger unfit has a right to 
control the smaller one on this as on 
other subjects. 


Community Must Det¢rmine. 


“Whether liquor should be sold or 
not in a community !s a question 
which the community can determine 
better than outsiders and [ have no 
disposition to lay down rules upon 
this subject. I content myself with 
asserting the right of the community 
to do as it pleases. 

“What I want to emphasize is that 
there ought to be no objection to the 
exercise of authority of any unit. 
The liquor dealer ought to be con- 
tent to sell where his services are 
desired and the manufacturer of 
liquor ought to be content to dispose 
of his products among those who de- 
sire them. He is entirely outside of 
his sphere when he attempts to force 
his bisiness upcn a community.”

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CHANGING INAUGURATION DATE. 


The joint resolution to change the date of the president’s in- 
auguration failed of passage by the house by one-third of a vote. 

The objection voiced more often than any other was that this 
was a proposal to needlessly change the organic law to make it a 
weather vane. . 

This is almost as interesting as the other argument, seriously 
advanced by ponderous statesmen, that the main supporters for a 
later date were the hotel keepers, restaurants, barrooms, boot- 


blacks and barbers. 

Crafty schemers! They had figured that a big pageant on 
the last Thursday in April would attract more people than one on 
March 4! Therefore to defeat these cormorants there would be no 
change. These orators overlooked the Pullman car porters. That 
was an egregious mistake. 

The inauguration of a president is and should be a public 
ceremonial and held in view of the people. It should not be an 
exclusive function. If more patriotic Aemircans would attend an 
inauguration on April 28 than would on March 4, with greater 
immunity from death by pneumonia, that is a strong argument for 
the change. 

The question of extending the terms of members of congress 
and others, for two months, is a more sensible objection but not 
decisive. 

The talk about bootblacks and restaurants making more money 
from a spring than a midwinter festival, is too trivial to be uttered 
by congressmen. 

If the change would add two months to the short session of 
congress, and afford an opportunity for two months more of work 
to members of the national law-making body, there would be less 
excuse for going over from one session to the next for want of time 
for consideration. 

But those who argue that large crowds would attend a later 
inauguration will not appear to the country as being long on wisdom.

DECEMBER RAILROAD FATALITIES. 


On 159,657 miles of railway in the United States not a single 
passenger was killed in the six-months term ending June 30, 1909, 
according to figures just published by the Bureau of Railway News 
and Statistics. 

This is a gratifying record and one which should prove reas- 
suring to the traveling public. 

It means that railroad travel is becoming safer, despite the in- 
creased speed being maintained and the larger number of trains 
being run over the same track. 

Through the operation of the safety appliance laws put into 
effect by congress and state legislatures, injuries to trainmen are 
one, steadily decreased. 

he bureau statistics show that only twice in a half century 
have the railways of Great Britain, including a mileage of 23,000, 
shown a record of no fatalities among passengers. The average 
rate of speed maintained is as high as that in this country, the 
public impression to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Seventeen railroads of the United States are said to have com- 
pleted a six-year term without a passenger killed, ninety-five com- 
panies a five-year term, 177 companies a four-year period, 228 com- 
panies three years, 287. companies two years, and 347 companies, 
out of 368 reporting, one year of immunity. 

With the increase in the double trackage of railroads and the 
rigid enforcement of safety appliances, etc., reducing the risk of 
railway operation, fatalities should show a steady decrease.

This public demonstration of faith in Christianity and zeal in 
the cause of the spiritual regeneration of the world is commendable. 
It brings sharply before those who are prone to grow careless and 
indifferent to spiritual matters the inspiring example of those who 
realize in religion an inspiring, breathing, ~ Bevew: force.

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WHY DO THE RAILROADS GIVE 


STOP-OVERS TO OTHER CITIES? 


“You ought to know how I feel 
about that stop-over question,” said 
C. C. Harding, general manager of the 
Guthman steam laundries, yesterday, 
“for you.can safely take it for granted 
that there isn't a business man in the 
city of Atlanta who has given the 
subject even superficial thought, who 
doesn't realize that Atlanta not only 
deserves stop-overs, but is not being 
fairly treated hy the railroads who 
are withholding from her this privi- 
lege. 

“Since The Constitution began its 
fight for the stop-overs many signifi- 
cant facts have been brought to light. 
None of these are more pertinent, how- 
ever, than the fact that a number of 
southern towns, Chattanooga, for in- 
stance, have stop-overs, while Atlanta 
is denied them. The first thought that 
comes to one interested in the matter 
when he learns this fact is what it is 
that gives Chattanooga more right to 
the privileges than Atlanta? It cannot 
be either her situation, her size, nor 
her commercial importance. Then 
what is it? 

“Apparently, it cannot be a matter 
of expense that local roads are unable 
to bear. for some of these same roads 
are bearing what expense stop-overs 
cause in Chattanooga, while others are 
doing identically the same thing in 
New Orleans. And if the roads have 
no other reason for their actions save 
the trouble and expense to be in- 
curred, by what process of reasoning 
Go they come to the conclusion that 
Chattanooga and New Orleans have a 
right to demand of them to bear this 
expense when Atlanta has none? 

“Officials of the roads say that out- 
siders are not familiar with the ‘in- 
side’ of things, and so cannot know 
or understand the matter fully. This 
is all so much meaningless twaddle. 
It requires neither a railroad man nor

WAGON COLLIDES 
WITH STREET CAR 


Two Men Bruised and 
Mules Killed. 


Front of Street Car Smashed 
to Splinters, Controller -Hurl- 
ed Into Street, and One Mule 
Is Tossed Thirty Feet--Wreck 
Ties Up Traffic. 


When nearing East Point at full

C., as stated 
cleck. 

The election of Dr. Bachman was 
the first contest of the assembly, his 
opponents being Dr. Russell Cecil, of 
Richmond, Va., and Dr. Walter L 
Lingle, of Atlanta, Ga. 


The Nominating Speeches. 

Dr. E. W. McCorkle, of Kentucky, 
led off with the nomination of Dr. 
Cecil, referring ‘to his learning in 
church law and his long service in 
Kentucky, Alabama and Virginia. He 
also suggested that the assembly re- 
turn to the “line” by choosing a 
preacher as moderator. 

To Rev. C. R. Hyde, of Little Rock, 
Ark., fell the honor of nominating Dr. 
Bachman. He named his father-in- 
law. He said that Dr. Bachman had 


labored long for the south and told 


how the south had honored him. He 
related how the city of Chattanooga 
had come to wish Dr. Bachman joy 
upon his seventieth birthday anniver- 
Sary two years ago. He closed by 
urging that “the hand of age had the 
first claim on the gavel.” 

Rev. Byron Clark, of Salisbury, 
N. C., named Dr. Lingle. He said 
briefly that the assembly did not need 
s0 much a soldier nor an aged man, 
but a moderator.
